Response to Amendment 

1 . The Applicant filed an amendment under 37 C-F.R. 91 .312 by amending 
withdrawn claims 49 - 56 to conform to allowable ciaim 38. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 24 - 44 and 46 - 56 are now allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 24 - 27 recite, inter alia, a semiconductor device formed on a substrate 
containing a layer of undamaged by implantation monocrystalline semiconductor 
material and a planar intrinsic gettering zone below it. The art of record does not 
■disclose or anticipate the above limitation in combination with other claim elements nor 
would it be obvious to modify the art of record so as to form a device including the 
above limitation. 

Claims 28 - 44 and 26 - 48 recite, inter alia, a bonded semiconductor -on- 
insulator substrate containing a layer of undamaged by implantation monocrystalline 
semiconductor material and a planar intrinsic gettering zone below it. The art of record 
does not disclose or anticipate the above limitation in combination with other claim 
elements nor would it be obvious to modify the art of record so as to form a device 
including the above limitation. 

Claims 49 - 56 recite, inter alia, an integrated circuit formed on a wafer 
containing a layer, of undamaged by implantation monocrystalline semiconductor 
material and a planar intrinsic gettering zone below it. The art of record does not 
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disclose or anticipate the above limitation in combination with other claim elements nor 
would it be obvious to modify the art of record so as to form a device including the 
above limitation.
